directed by the Aota of Assembly under 
which they are filed. 


The exceptions fail to indicate, as they 


should, wherein the above Acts are 
claimed to be unconstitutional, but on 
the argument the reasons assigned and 
urged are that, both acts offend against 
Article 3, Sec. 3, of our State constitu- 
tion, which provides that "Jfo bill shall 
be passed by the Legislature containing 
more than one subject, which shall be 
clearly expressed in its title, except ap- 
propriation bills." 


_ Are the titles to these acts or either of 
them defective? 


Do they, or either of them, offend 


against this constitutional requirement ? 


If they do th«y must be declared null 


and void and the organic law of the 
State be vindicated and maintained. 


In considering this question, "it, msy 


nnt be lost sight of that the attitude of 
the courts is not one of hoatility to acts 
whose constitutionality is attacked. On 
the contrary, all the presumptions are in 
their favor and courts are not to be as- 
tute in Uncling or au«tair.fns oiyjccUom » 
Sugar Notch Borough 192 Pa. 355. 


The violation of constitutional pre- 


visions must be clear and such as to 
leave no doubt or hesitation in Judicial 
mind. Sharpless vs, Mayor of Phila. 


This exception is dismissed.

WORK OF OTHER CIVIC CLUBS. 


Trees Have Been Planted Along Slreels and 


Roadsides. 


Civic Clubs and other organizations 


with same aim in various parts of the 
country are at work, not only to clean 
but to beautify the town and cities.

Roches- 
ter, N. Y., has extended the work to the 
roads which enter tbe city. It has pro- 
posed to plant A certain number of trees 
every year until the chief turnpikes are 
bordered with them from Rochester to 
the boundaries of tbe county. The work 
once begun in many instances goes on 
almost of its own momentum, it is said, 
and the result is a permanent beauty 
that has a commercial as well as aesthe- 
tic value.

"Wten, how, upon wbat property and 


to what extent liens shall be allowed for 
taxes. To what extent liena shall be al- 
lowed ; for full particulars examine bill. 


We dismiss the exceptions that tbe 


subject of bill ia not clearly expressed in 
its title. 


It is also claimed tbis act is unconsti- 


tutional because it contains more than 
one subject. 


Tbis constitutional prohibition as well 


as tbe one requiring the subject to be 
clearly expressed in its title, is a most 
wise and salutary one and has remedied 
what had grown to be a great and in- 
creasing evil. 


But this act, we feel, does not offend 


sgainsttbe spirit and Intention of this 
provision. Tis true tbat liens for taxes. 
for municipal improvements, and re- 
moving noisances, are tbose subjects 
covered by this title and act, but they 
are practically the jajne subject, and 
therefore, within the intendment of the 
constitution, but one subject. 


The life of a municipality is main- 


tained by taxes. Tbe purpose of this 
aot is to secure their payment or to save 
the municipality from tbe loss of same. 
Municipal improvements and removal of 
nuis*ncm, is a draft upon that income 
•nd a Hen for them, is bat securing ex- 
pended taxes. 


In determining tbe entirety of tbe sub- 


ject of an Act of Assembly, regard must

for him to put hia hand tbrongli the 
opening aad unlock the door. 


He waa rummaging among Mr. Snell's 


papera in the library when the old man, 
who heard a nolae, started downstairs to 
investigate. Before Mr. Snell reached 
tbe bottom of tbe stairs be was shot by 
tbe young burglar, and tbe millionaire 
dropped dead in the hallway near the 
vestibule of the front door.' 


The murderer escaped. Tha next day 


when the city was ringing with the news 
of the tragedy, Tascott waa composedly 
wandering around the reportei'a room 
at the City Half, and one of the news- 
paper office?. Then he disappeared, and 
in a room on West Madison street, wliioh 
the burglar occupied, was found a clue 
which identified him with tbe murder. 
In tbe stove In this room were fragments 
of Mr. Snell's papers, and in tbe room 
also was a gold-headed cane that had 
belonged to tbe murdered man. 


Large rewards were offered for Tai- 


cott's arrest by Mr. Snell's wido*. 
Many supposed Taacotls were arrested 
in all parts of the country, but ncne 
proved to be tbe mjaaing man. There 
never was much doubt tbat Tasoott 
went to Alaska, but detectives who foi- 
followed him there lost all trace of blm. 
Tascott has been reported deid several 
times, but it never was proved tbat tne 
victim was the Snell murderer.
